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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claiming that the forward-deploying needle carrier is retractable does not overcome the prior art. Claren 
discloses a knob (16) that rotates a mechanism within his suturing instrument, allowing the needle to be deployed. For this mechanism 
to work, either the needle must be pushed fon/vard, or the shaft (15) and needle carrier (19) be retracted. Regardless, a rejection under 
35 U.S.C 103 could be made, that it would be obvious to to retract shaft (15) and the needle carrier (19). 
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
